Early returns from the especial election 
held today in the fourteenth congression- 
al district were considerably in favor of 
Eugene N. Foss, the Democratic candi- 
date. Republican support of the party 
nominee, William R. Buchanan, was most 
pronouncedly absent in the towns heard 
from first. 

The total vote is much lighter than 
Was cast in the election of Nov. 3, 1908, 
when William C. Lovering of Taunton, 
Republican, was opposed by Eliot L. 
Packard of Brockton, Democrat, but this 
is the least noteworthy feature of the 
election. 

Mr. Buchanan at 2 p. m. today declared 
that he was not surprised that those 


small towns which have already been 
heard from are favorable to Mr. Foss. 
The small towns of Plymouth county 
have always seemed to oppose anything 
that was favored by Brockton. He does 
not expect a great deal of assistance in 
Piymouth county, but he does look for 
returns from Cape Cod which will re- 
verse anything that Mr. Foss may gain 
in Plymouth county. Mr. Buchanan says 
that there has never been a special elec- 
tion before, and he thinks the vote 
heard from is surprisingly large for a 
special election. :: 

The election of 1908 occurred in a pres- 
idential year, and there was no lack of 
party cohesion in the Republican ranks. 
‘This year the candidate is opposed by 
a large number of Republican voters. 

Their apathy accounts in large part for 
the volume of the vote. The old-line 
party men. so called, have been conspic- 
uous in many-instances by their absence 
from the voting booths today. 

Not only are there a large number of 
stay-at-homes, but a heavy percentage of 
the Republicans who have gone to the 
polls have cast their ballots for Mr. 
Foss. 

Norwell, the first town heard from, 
practically reverses the 1908 vote. The 
totals this vear are 123 for Foss, 45 for 
Buchanan and 9 for McCarthy. Last 
year jt stood at 147 for Lovering and 46 
for Packard.

Superintendent Sears Reports 
That Scarcity of Competent 
Help Continues Througli- 
out New England.

MACHINISTS NEEDED 


Walter J.. Sears, head of the state free 
employment office in Boston, today says 
that the scarcity of help still continues 
and that every indication shows the con- 
dition of labor in Boston and vicinity is 
much better than last year at this time. 


Mr. Sears says: “The demand for 
skilled help, especially in the metal 
trades, continues large, not alone for 
Boston and Massachusetts, but; so far 
as | am able to learn, for all New Eng- 
land. Competent machinists at from 
$2.25 to $3 per day for nine hours are 
exceedingly scarce. The General Electric 
Company at West Lynn and Pittsfield 
and in fact nearly all of the machine 
shops in New England are in need of 
competent machinists at the above con- 
ditions. The Fore River Ship Building 
Company to fulfil. the Argentine warship 
contract of $22,000,000 recently made will 
need several thodsand additional me- 
chanics skilled in the different trades. 

“The demand for help in the industrial 
lines has been good; in the building 
trades it should be phenomenal as soon 
as the weather permits. Agricultural 
help is not in great demand at present. 
There is a noticeable scarcity of com- 
petent and reliable farm labor, and there 
is evidence that farmers will have to 
pay more for labor than in previous 
years, 

“Just at this season every year, good 
boys, clean, neat, and honest, are scarce 
at wages varying from $3 to $5 a week. 
We have a few good opportunities for 
apprentices. 

“We could easily place 100 women at 
factory work of various kinds, as stich- 
ers, power machine operators, candy 
makers, also at addressing, at wages 
ranging from $5 to $8 a week or more if 
they are experienced. We could place 
; several hundred women as domestics in 
some of the best families in Boston and 
vicinity at from $2.50 to $7 a week, ac- 
cordingly. 

“With regard to the supply of labor, 
there is an unusually large number of 
unskilled out of employment at this sea-

Two of these dams are to be located as 
far north as Lakes Kee-wa-gama and 
Askik-way (Indian for “Turn back from 
the Lake” and “Seal’s Home’), while 
nearer to civilization, though not of it, 
Lakes Exfianse and Quinze will jointly 
provide a storage of over 55,000,000,000 
cubic feet when properly handled. 

At the outlets of Aakes Keepewa and 
emiskaming the actual work of con- 
struction has been started; at the Temis- 
kaming dam excavation was begun last 
summer and, together with some of the 
cement work, has been continued on the 
western section all winter. 

During the last few weeks the work 
has been pushed forward as rapidly as 


'so that the foundation piers and abut- 
| ments may be in good shape before the 


expected early “break up” of the lakes 
to the north. 

The comparatively low cost of this 
storage system is due to the natural for- 
mation of the district. 

Nearly all the lakes have been very 
narrow outlets, and at Temiskaming the 
outlet is conveniently cut in two by an 
island; the two channels thus formed are 
also unusually shallow, owing to an ab- 
rupt rise in the bed of the lake, condi- 
tions which provide an exceptionally good 
location for the present construction. 

The water will not be drawn off from 
Lake Temiskaming until the close of the 
navigation season, so that the scheme 
is no menace to local interests there and 
it is purposed t6 empty the lake as low 
as the deepened outlet will allow just 


before the spring floods begin. This will 
provide a great reservoir, preventing the 
destruction, now too general, along the 
course of the river. There will be 13 
openings in the Quebec channel and 16 
in the Ontario channel. 

The present low water level of Lake 
Temiskaming is 573.5 (above sea level). 
The proposed regulated level when the 
dam is complete is 588 above sea level. 

That this conservation project is of 
more than local interest is intimated in 
the remarks of the Canadian secretary of 
state when interviewed by a monster 
deputation of Board of Trade representa- 
tives.

When A went back he 
lifted his second ball and played out 
_with his first ball in the ordinary way. 
There is independent evidence that the 
first ball was found within five minutes 
of the search beginning, although A him- 
self discontinued the search and re- 
turned to play another ball. The result 
of the competition was that A returned 
a card of 76 net, tying with three other 
players for first place. (1) Was A right 
in playing out with the first ball? (2) 
If he was not right, was he liable to dis- 
qualification or a penalty, and, if 
latter, what is the penalty ? 


Answer—The last part of stroke rule 
12 was framed with the object of pre- 
venting a competitor from adopting the 
procedure taken by A. Under stroke rule 
12 it is the duty of the competitor to 
search for his ball for five minutes. at 
the expiry of which his ball becomes a 
lost ball (see definition 20), and the com- 
petitor proceeds to play as directed in 
stroke rule 12. As A did not make the 
five minutes search for his first ball, } 
is disqualified for treating it as a lost 
ball, before striking his second ball.

LUXOR, Egypt — Colonel Roosevelt 
today arose at 6 o’clock, and made off 
ni 8 o'clock for a two hours’ horseback 


yide to the ruins of the ancient city of 
Thebes. Most of the other members of 
the party preferred to take things more 
comfortably. 

The visit to Thebes was by far the 
most interesting experience Mr. Roose- 
velt has enjoyed since he began the 
sight-seeing © a of hia trip. The trip 
across the Nile and the horseback ride 
geemed to give him an unusual zest for 
the day’s work. The tombs of the an- 
cient kings of Egypt, in the hills behind 
the temples of Karnak, were visited and 
the history of each explained by Director 
pi Antiquities Weigall. 

After the tombs had been explored, the 
colonel viewed the Colossi of Rameseum, 
Derel and Bahri, without seeing which 
no trip to Egypt is ever consfered com- 
plete. That Mr. Roosevelt was deeply 
impressed by the wonders of ancient 
Egypt was indicated by his close ques- 
tioning of Director Weigall, who in turn 
was surprised by the intimate knowl- 
edge possessed by the colonel of the his- 
tory of the ruins under view. 

An “al fresco” lunch was served at 
the residence of Theodere Davis, a well 
known antiquarian. 

ivday’s sightseeing trip was intended 
strictly as a “family” affair, and none 
but the Roosevelts and the correspond- 
enis and the guides were in the party. 


This restriction was made necessary by | 


many of whom have been drawn here 
by Mr. Roosevelt’s presence. So many 
of the Americans indicated a desire to 
accompany the party that it was so6n 
found that if any “outsiders” were per- 
mitted, the trip would assume the pro- 
portions of a Niagara Falls excursion. 

The original program for the day was 
changed when the party reached Thebes 
by including a visit to Deir El Bahari, 
where the remains of the palace of the 
first woman ruler of the world, Queen 
Hataesu, are situated. When the Colonel 
heard the story of how Hataesu’s hus- 
band defaced and obliterated all his 
wife’s records, he decided that he must 
see the place. This delayed the return 
trip three hours. 

At 6 o'clock this afternoon the party 
returned to the Winter Palace Hotel, 
where a reception in the colonel’s honor 
will be given tonight. Tomorrow evening 
the Roosevelts leave for Cairo, arriving 
there on Thursday, when for the next 
four or five days a program of visits and 
receptions will be gone through.

RUSH TO EUROPE 
GREAT IN VOLUME 


Prospective travelers to Europe have 
booked steamship passage in such volume 


as to indicate that ocean travel for the 
current year will almost reach the rec- 
ord-breaking figures of 1907. On some 
July boats it is now impossible to secure 
first class accommodations. To date 
bookings for the summer season, which 
commences with the first sailings-in May, 
are from 30 per cent to 50 per cent ahead 
of last year. 

The summer rates are effective from 
May until the last sailing in July, and 
will be the same as during the corre- 
sponding season of 1909. Those compa- 
nies operating special trips during the 
winter months to the West Indies and 
Scuth American waters state that. the 
1909-10 season has been the best on 
record so far as these particular waters 
are concerned. The Mediterranean ser- 
vice also has been highly profitable. 

The rush for steamship accommoda- 
tions is due to two things, according to 
a representative of the Hamburg-Ameri- 
can line: The return of prosperity, and 
the Passion Play at Oberammergau, Ger- 
many, a play which has been presented 
every 10 years since 1634 with few ex- 
ceptions, and which will occasion the 
visit of thousands to Germany during 
the coming summer. 


BRAZILIAN WHEAT 
NEGOTIATIONS 


NEW YORK—The Brazilian. govern- 
ment is in negotiation with a syndicate 
of United States wheat capitalists look- 
ing to the opening of the Brazilian wheat 
fields. It is planned to introduce wheat 
growing on an extensive scale. As soon 
as a tract of land considered good wheat 
land can be selected the syndicate prom- 
ises to furnish the necessary funds for 
development. Contracts will be made 
with owners of millions of acres of un- 
developed property, particularly in the 
southern part of Brazil, who shall man- 
age their farms under the general su- 
pervision of the syndicate. The owner 
is to receive one third of the receipts of 
his crop. A proportion of this acreage 
has never been cultivated. 

The wheat lands of Brazil formerly 
had an enormous output, 
Brazil imported 246,855 tons of wheat 
of a total value of nearly $22,000,000,

of a value of $5,000,000. Practically all 
of this came from the United States and 
Argentina.

The first of the premier’s resolutions 
introduced. in the Commons Monday 
night declares that it is expedient that 
the House of Lords be disabled by law 
from rejecting or amending a money bill, 
but that any such limitation shall not 
be taken to diminish or qualify the ex- 
isting rights of the House of Commons. 

The second resolution declares that it 
ia expedient that the powers of the 
House of Lords over bills other than 
money billa be restricted by law, so that 
any such bill which has passed the House 
of Commons in three stecessive sessions, 
and has been rejected by the House of 
Lords in each of these sessions, shall be- 
come a law without consent of the House 
of Lords, on royal assent being declared, 
provided that at least two years have 
elapsed between the date of the first in- 
troduction of the bill in the Commons 
and the date it passes the Commons for 
the third time. 

The third resolution proposes to limit 
the duration of each Parliament to five 


years, ~ 

The chief objection among the support 
ers of the government is made to the 
provision that two years must elapse be- 
tween the introduction of a bill and its 
becoming law. The radicals urge that 
with five-year parliaments this provi- 
sion would mean a general hold-up of 
legislation. 

Lord Rosebery’s committee, which, sat 
in 1908, recommended that the House 
should be reduced from some 600 peers 
to 388, to be compose of the following:

No such provision is included in the 
premier’s program, but it is hinted at in 
the Rosebery project, the resolutions on 
which are:

2. That such a chamber can best be 
obtained by the reform and reconstitu- 
tion of the House of Lords. 

3. That a necessary preliminary to 
such reform and reconstitution is the ac- 
ceptance of the principle that the pos- 
session of a peerage shall no longer of 
itself give the right to sit and vote in 
the House of Lords.

FOR EXPORT GRAINS 
GRANTED TO BOSTON 


After negotiations lasting many 
months between the Chamber of Com- 
merce and the Boston & Maine and Bos- 
ton & Albany roads, the New York Cen- 
tral has published, via both of these 
routes, rates on export grain for the 
summer season from Buffalo to Boston 
on a low basis, which it is believed 
will enable them to compete with all- 
water rates through Canada from the 
Canadian Northwest.

surplus of native grain available for ex- 
port through the Atlantic ports has been 
growing steadily less, announces the 
Chambe~ of Commerce, The report con- 
tinues: “During the same period, how- 
ever, there has been a great increase in 
the production of wheat in the Canadian 
Northwest, and we must look to our 
neighbors on the north to furnish us with 
a portion of our eastbound cargoes for 
Europe. This Canadian grain is brought 
by rail to the various Canadian Lake 
Superior ports; from these ports, a large 
portion of it has been moving by water 
to the St. Lawrence river ports, where 
it is transshipped directly to steamers for 
various European destinations. Another 
portion of it moves to the great market 
of Chicago, where it is again reshipped 
by water to the St. Lawrence ports and 
thence by steamer to Europe. 

“In order that the port of Boston may 
secure a part of this grain, it is neces- 
sary that there should be such a basis 
of rates that it may move into Buffalo 
by water whether from Chicago or Lake 
Superior, and thence by rail to Boston, 

One of the reasons for the proportion- 
ate decline in our export trade through 
Boston has been our inability to secure 
grain to furnish return loads for the 
ships that have brought in European im- 
ports. The desirability of a port, with 
other things being equal, is of course de- 
termined by its ability to furnish return 
cargoes, 

“Statistics for a period of years show 
that while Boston has shown a marked 
falling off in its exports of grain, Mon- 
treal is showing a constant increase. It 
is believed that Boston can secure a 
share of this Canadian grain without in 
juriously affecting the Canadian ports, 
because the natural increase in the vol- 
ume of that business is so great that 
there should be enough for all to secure 
a share. Further, there has beé@n a large 
amount of western foodstuffs grown in 
the United States shipped from Chicago 
by water, and exported through Cana- 
dian ports, which probably will far more 
than offset any Canadian grain that may 
be shipped through Boston. 

“The transportation committee of the 
Chamber of Commerce believes that the 
greatest development of the natural re- 
sources of both countries depends upon 
each having the broadest market for its 
products, and that the broadest market 
can be secured through having the ports 
of each country open for the traffic of the 
other to the fullest extent.”

REPUBLICANS WORK 
TOWARD PEAGE FOR 


| WASHINGTON—Beneath the routine 
work of the House today there is going 
on the keenest of campaigning relative 
to the choosing by the Republicans and 
the Democrats of the members of the 


new committee on rules. The Democrats 
jhave been called in caucus tomorrow 
inight by Minority Leader Champ Clark 
to choose four members of the new board, 
and the Republicans are still in the air, 
not even having set a date for the caucus. 

If the insurgents get any places on the 
new committee it will be because they 
are regularly elected to the places by the 
Republican caucus as the choice of the 
Republican caucus and not because they 
make any demands for places. Thia was 
decided today by general agreement 
among the band of Republicans wio 
wrested the scepter of power froin 
Speaker Cannon. 

The Democratic members of the pres- 
ent committee, Champ Clark of Missouri 
and John J. Fitzgerald of New York, will 
be chosen. There was some disposition to 
recall Mr. Fitzgerald’s alleged betrayal of 
|the party to Speaker Cannon a year ago, 
but the Democrats, in these piping times 
of promise, prefer to forget that inci- 
dent. Representative Underwood of Ala- 
bama, whom Speaker Cannon removed 
from rules that he might be able to re- 
ward Mr. Fitzgerald, will probably be 
the third member. Either Messrs. Sher- 
ley of Kentucky or Slayden of Texas 
may be the fourth man. 

As to the other Republicans it is prob- 
lematical. No caucus has yet been called 


issued until later in the week. 

“Every night that the Republicans 
sleep upon the situation helps a_ lot,” 
declared Representative Currier (Rep., 
N. H.), chairman of the Republican cau- 
cus today, “and there is no demand for 
a caucus so far. I think I shall give the 
boys a chance to think it over.” 

Talk in the lobbies today is to the 
effect that Representatives Smith of 
Iowa and Dalzell of Pennsylvania, mem- 
bers of the present rules committee will 
refuse to serve on the committee unless 
the caucus dmands it. They take the 
ground that their administration on the 
committee has been repudiated by the 
House. Mr. Payne (Rep., N. Y.), floor 
leader of the Republicans, will probably 
be a member of the committee and there 
is talk of Representative Diekeman of 
Michigan. Representatives Tawney 
(Minn.) and Mann (Ill.), are named for 
other Republican places on the commit- 
tee and Gaines of West Virginia is a 
candidate for a place. 

A number of names have been pro- 
posed. None can be mentioned as quite 
certain of being nominated, while it 1s 
almost certain that one of the six will 
come from New England. In that case it 
promises to be a Massachusetts man. 
Representative McCall js very favorably 
considered. If an insurgent is elected, 
it may be Representative Gardner. 

It has been proposed that the Repub- 
lican membership be chosen from the 
chairmen of big House committees. As 
that was set forth in the interest of 
Sereno E. Payne, chairman of ways and 
means, it aroused the ire of Representa- 
tive Tawney, chairman vf appropriations. 
Representative Dalzell and Walter I. 
Smith, now members of rules, will have 
strong supporters. The Pacific coast 
will demand a member, as the three 
states there have solid Republican dele- 
gations. 

Political observers are still at variance 
as to the probable effect of the recent 
revolution on the Taft legislative pro- 
gram. It is admitted by every one that 
the regular Republicans will have the 
responsibility of the new committee 
‘thrust upon them and responsibility for 
legislation will follow. It is also ad- 
mitted that recent events have proved 
that the temper of the House demands 
liberal rules and more chance to discuss 
legislation before it is passed. 

It is probable that the rules committee 
will permit more debate on the Taft pro- 
ram than would have been allowed under 
the present committee and also a wider 
latitude for amendment. This is prob- 
ably the only change that will be mani- 
fested at this session of Congress. 

The chief function of the rules com- 
mittee—aside from being a depository 
for troublesome resolutions, and = this 


‘ifunction has been destroyed—is to bring 
4in special orders at each session to allow 


the House to consider important legisla- 
tion ahead of its regular order on the 
calendar. The principal complaint has 
been that the special rules hitherto 
brought in have not given the House an 
opportunity to amend bills, except in 
those particulars agreeable to Mr. Can- 
non, formerly the chairman of the com- 
mittee and the appointive power of its 
members.

NEW YORK—Surprising developments 
were expected when this afternoon’s ses- 
sion of the investigation into the legisla- 
tive fund of the fire insurance companies, 


surance Hotchkiss in this city, began. 

When the hearing opened at 9 a. m. 
today “Timothy Sullivan,” a member of 
the New York Legislature, was alleged 
to be the man who, for $10,000, would 
defeat an adverse insurance bill, accord- 
ing to the testimony of George F. He- 
| ward, president of the Fidelity & Cas- 
ualty Company. He told of being ap- 
proached by men who mentioned Sullivan 
as a legislative power. 

The real purport of the investigation 
came out when Mr. Hotchkiss said: 

“T want to know this ‘strike legisla- 
tion.” This department is going to stop 
‘strike legislation’ if the way exists. 
Grafting and bribery will have to stop if 
we can stop it.” 

Following out that line of investiga- 
tion Mr. Hotchkiss will recall to the 
stand E. R. Kennedy, lobbyist for the 
fire companies at Albany in 1901, when 
$5000 was given to the Republican state 
committee and another $5000 distributed 
as “gifts” among men who helped pass 
biNs favorable to the fire insurance com- 
panies. Mr. Kennedy admits he gave 
$1000 to George W. Aldridge, Republican 
leader of Rochester and Monroe county.

Summer work has been, perhaps, the 
most remarkable from an economic 
standpoint. For the small cost of $115 
no jess than 1135 women and children 
were sent away from the city, 769 on 
day trips to Midland beach and 366 for a 
week or longer, This means that almost 
every day there were parties of from 
12 to 80 children arriving or departing 
from the house. This low cost was due 
chiefly to Miss Louise Hall, who obtained 
reasonable rates from transit companies, 
and to the cooperation of such societies 
as the Association for improving the 
Condition of the Poor, and others. 

The alumnae spend about $4000 each 
year supporting the work of the 
house. Though they feel the need of a 
larger house, they have not felt able to 
buy. The people of the neighborhood, 
however, have I aised about $1250 toward 
a new building. On Friday, April 1, at 
8 o'clock, a benefit is to be given for 
this object by the Junior League, at the 
Knickerbocker theater.

SENATE HOLDS FAST 
TOUTS RESOLUTIONS 


IN FAVOR OF PEACE’ 


The state Senate stands firmly by its 
resolutions to Congress in favor of the 
furtherance of international peace. An 
effort has been made to get reconsider- 


ation, but this has failed. Senator Har- | 


vey called the attention of the Senate 
Monday to the fact that in this year of 
peace the United States is preparing to 
spend $135,000,000 for a more powerful 
navy, which is more than was spent in 
any one vear of the civil war. Reeonsid- 
eration was refused by a vote of 19 to 8. 

Representative Dwyer has introduced 
an amendment to the anti-lobby bill to 
the effect that political committees shall 
be forbidden to entertain members of the 
General Court while it is in its annual 
session. Consideration of the amendment 
will be had next Monday. 

An order was adopted in the House 
Monday forbidding the placeing of liter- 
ature on the desks of members other 
than what is printed by the order of the 
House. 

The Donovan bill forbidding women 
under 21 years of age to enter Chinese 
restaurants without a male escort was 
received into the House against an ad- 
verse committee report. 

On motion of Senator Burnham of 
East Boston the twelfth joint rule was 
suspended to admit a resolve that the 
commonwealth shall reimburse the town 
of Winthrop to the amount of $10,000 
expended by that town in building a 
retaining wall between Great Head and 
Point Shirley. 

Governor Draper Monday permitted to 
become law without his signature the 
bill entitled “An act relative to the re- 
vision of assessments of property upon 
recommendation of the tax commis- 
sioner.’ This is the first bill which the 
Governor has failed to sign during the 
present session. 

Citizens from northeast Massachusetts 
were before the committee on metropoli- 
tan affairs Monday in the interest of 
having the Bennington boulevard com- 
pleted through to Lynn.

An agree- 
ment was finally reached which fixed 
the price at $416,000. ‘This amount is 
to be paid to the company April 1.

It consisus of a sub- 
marine hull, which contains all the ma- 
chinery and torpedo armament, sus- 
pended from an unsinkable surface hull, 
divided into eompartments packed with 
cellulose. The vessel weighs six tons and 
is 46 feet long. It can ve used for coast 
defense work or be carried on larger 
vessels,

ATTLEBORO, Mass —Many business 
men of Attleboro are questioning the 
benefits which it is claimed will accrue 
to the. town from its position on the line 
of the proposed Boston & Providence 
Interurban Electric Railroad. Some have 
even expressed the belief that the pro- 
posed line is but a device to prevent 
other roads from entering that territory.

from the new project. 

George W. Worrall, secretary of the 
Attleboro board of trade, believes that 
the Interurban ought to pass through or 
near the business section of either Attle- 
boro or North Attleboro, with arrange- 
ments to make reasonable stops and 
serve local needs; otherwise it should 
not be permitted to lay its tracks in 
either town.

COLORADO SPRINGS

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COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo.—Munici- 
_pal affairs in Colorado Springs will here- 
after be conducted in accordance with the 
principles of civil service. An ordinance 
placing this reform in effect has recently 
been passed by the city council, marking 
another step in the efforts being made 
by that city to eliminate partizan poli. 
tics in its government. 

The ordinance places the most stringent 
provisions on the political activity of all 
persons coming under the service; they 
are prohibited from soliciting or receiv- 
ing political contributions, from influenc- 
ing votes by promises of employment 
and from taking active part in political 
campaigns and elections. Penalty for vio- 
lation of the provisions in regard to poli- 
tical activity is a fine of $10 to $300 and 
liability to dismissal. The civil service 
regulations were adopted as a result of 
the new charter which went into effect 
last year, which im itself makes several 
radical restrictions in an effort to elimi- 
nate from municipal affairs all political 
or factional control. 

A permanent civil service commission 
of three members serving without pay 
with offices in the city hall is created 
by the ordinance. The civil service of 
the city is divided into two classes, the 
unclaasified and the classified; the former 
including elective officers and unsalaried 
commissioners, and the classified service

THE ROCK ISLAND 
TREASURY 1S IN 
GOOD CONDITION 


Is Preparing to 
Spend Millions for Con- 
struction and the Purchase 


of Rolling Stock. 


ORDERS ARE PLACED 


NEW YORK—Attempts to explain the 
meteoric price movements of Lehigh Val- 
ley with the name of Rock Island are 
derived in inside quarters. Their market 
effect never has been particularly favor- 
able to Rock Island, and it is question- 
able whether announcement of any sort 
of union would help that company’s issues 
much. Rock Island or any other pur- 
chaser of Lehigh Valley would have to 
pay it 
which proportionate returns could not 


an enormous price for now, on 


be realized for many years. 

Rock Island will do better for its 
stockholders alone. Judging from results 
of six months’ operation to Dec. 31 last, 
it is now earning upward of 8 per cent 
on its $49,000,000 preferred. Those six 
months are, to be sure, the best half of 
the fiscal year, but December was an 
exceedingly unfavorable month for net 
earnings; so assuming only a continua- 
tion of present volume of business” the 
company could pay 5 per cent on its 
preferred and have a balance of $1,500,000 
over. Directors may begin dividends at 
only 4 per cent. in which case the bal- 
ance on the basis of this year’s earnings 
would be $2.000.000. 

Probably the most satisfactory aspect 
of Rock Island’s aifairs now is the con- 
dition of its treasury, and this is the 
more surprising as it had to borrow 
$7,500,000 to enable it to get rid of 
’Frisco. This borrowing has been wiped 
off by sale of $11,000,000 Rock Island, 
Arkansas & Louisiana bonds, which has 
also turned a balance of upward of 
$2,500,000 into the treasury. 

In addition the company has sold 
nearly $5,000,000 refunding bonds since 
July 1, receiving therefor about $4,000,- 
000. Adding surplus earnings of the fis- 
cal year thus far elapsed, say $5,000,000, 
the company has had, since July 1, some 
$11,000,000 or $12,000,000 for construction 
and equipment purposes and for working 
capital. At end of last June the treas- 
ury, allowing for some floating debt, was 
practically bare of working funds. 

A large part of this cash, probably 
about half, is still in hand for purposes 
of the coming season for outdoor work. 
Appropriations for construction work 
totaling about $6,000,060 have been made, 
including heavy ballasting of 500 miles of 


‘main pine and renewal and strengthening 


of bridges. 

Orders have been placed for 75 locomo- 
tives and 72 passenger cars and 2000 
freight cars. Cost of this equipment, at 
top prices, might come to a little more 
than $4,000,000. Again, directors are 
considering doubling the freight car or- 
der, and may increase the locomotive or- 
in which case this year’s deliveries 
of equipment might call for $6,000,000 or 
more. 

But it the present intention to 
finance the equipment purchases with 
trust; certificates and keep the treasury 
well provided with funds to carry out 


the liberal improvement program.

pose. The government took it over in 
1875, and it is now the official training 
achool of the army.—Westminster Ga- 
ectte.

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Taxation 
Question 
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THE system of taxation in operation in 
Massachusetts has long been a source of 
dissatisfaction and complaint. Commissions 
have been appointed from time to time to 
look into the working of the prevailing 
method and see if they could discover some 
way of improvement; but no satisfactory 
result has been reached. One reason that 
there has been no radical change is found in 
the requirement of the state constitution that 
taxes must be “proportional,” that is, levied at the same rate upon all 
classes of property. In a great many of the states there is no such 
restriction, and Legislatures have the power of classifying property 
for taxation. An attempt is now being made to change the Bay 
state constitution in this respect. 


A constant cause of complaint has been the inequality of the 
burdens imposed by the provisions of the personal tax law. It is 
charged that capital and industry are greatly hampered by the high 
valuation put upon machinery in the manufacturing tOw@s and cities, 
and investigation has shown that intangible personal property to the 
extent of many mullions escapes taxation altogether. This latter 
fact has led to the transfer of the expense of government more and 
more from personal property to real estate, which cannot escape. 
The property on which payment of taxes has been avoided is.mostly

in the form of corporation securities, and its existence has been 
disclosed in the past year by the operation of the inheritance tax law, 
which compelled an inventory of estates. 

The dodging of taxes by wealthy people through removal from 
cities to country places, where the rates were lower and where 
assessors favored them, has led to the proposition which is now being 
considered that Massachusetts shall enact a law providing that the 
tax on all- personal property shall be collected by the state tax 
commissioner at, say, the average state rate, and by him be paid into 
the treasuries of the cities and towns. There would then be no 
escape by the would-be tax-dodger, for the tax commissioner could 
collect from him anywhere in the state. 

In Maryland, where a special act was passed in 1896, setting a 
small fixed and uniform tax on intangible personal property, the 
amount disclosed has reached the figures of $158,000,000, when 
under the old system but $6,000,000 worth could be found. The 
strongest arguments appear to be on the side of classification.

present an ultimatum. - It is possible that the vexed question of the 
German concessions in Morocco, notably the mining grants of the 
brothers Mannesmann, which are about to be discussed in the German 
Reichstag, had something to do with the move, for the ultimatum 
was despite the fact that Mulat Hafid’s special envoy in Paris, El 
Mokri, had handed the foreign minister a letter from his sovereign 
complying with the French demands in a general way. 

Of the questions definitely settled between the French and 
Moorish governments through the intermediary of M. Gaillard, the 
French loan is, of course, the foremost. The loan. is intended to 
reimburse all the European creditors of the Moorish government. 
A commission of debts will shortly be established in Tangiers, and it 
is expected to put an end to the chaotic conditions of the Moorish 
finances. Although French claims are included in these debts, there 
are additional French demands for indemnities connected with the 
French occupation of the Shawia couritry on the Atlantic and the 
Oujda region on the Algerian borderland. Until the amounts 
claimed shall have been paid, France will continue to occupy the two 
sections. It would surprise no one if this situation marked the 
beginning of the absorption of Morocco by France, for Mulai Hafid 


has actually agreed to let the administration of the two districts rest.

As for the Sultan’s promises to carry out the Franco-Moroccan 
treaties of 1901 and 1902 as well as the Algeciras treaty, it may be 
assumed that the loan and the occupation combined make the fulfil- 
ment of almost any promises on his part a certainty.

CHARLES WARREN FAIRBANKS, formerly |>——

Mr. Fair- 
banks believes the sending of the young Chinese here for education 
should be encouraged, for he thinks they will help us at home later. 

The importance of studying the tastes and prejudices of foreign 
peoples, if we expect to get their trade, is illustrated by the expe- 
rience of a certain.American company which made a serious mistake 
in having used pictures of a dog in its advertising posters. Dogs in 
China are mostly distinguished as street scavengers and are not cher- 
ished as family pets, as in the Occident. Pictorial advertising is rec- 
ommended, however, by Consul Henry D. Baker as a means of pro- 
moting American trade in China. The Chinese, he says, are very 
fond of pictures, and illustrated calendars have a great fascination 
for them. ’ \ 

The New Orleans Progressive Union has sent a deputation of 
commercial men to Central and South America to discover just what 
is needed to create permanent and mutually beneficial trade relations. 
For one thing, it has been found that our goods sent out for foreign 
shipment are in many cases so insufficiently and insecurely packed 
that they arrive in a more or less damaged condition. 

In the investigation as to how our foreign trade may be extended, 
we learn from Consul McGoogan at Progreso, Mexico, that among 
the factors that would tend to draw and hold trade between the 
United States and the Latin-American republics is a more general 
knowledge of the Spanish language, tariff laws, etc., and to this 
end the founding of a Spanish-American business college in one or 
more of the large cities of the United States is proposed.

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THE. strongest point: made by Speaker 
Cannon in Ins speech on Saturday, defining 
his* position with relation to the hostile 
majority, was that his resignation of the 
speakership would involve the House of 
Representatives in a contest over the election 
of his successor that might be carried on for 
weeks and that would imperil, and in all 
probability defeat, the legislation to which 
the Republican party stands pledged as 
necessary to the. welfare of the country. And one of the strongest 
arguments against forcing his retirement—an argument that appealed 
alike to conservative Democrats and insurgents, and that caused a 
majority of the latter-to vote against the Burleson resolution, was 
that the conditions to be created by its adoption would be chaotic and 
might have the effect of preventing the transaction of further business 
at this session. 

These arguments were sound, and the consideration shown for 
the public interests even in the midst of the tumultuous proceedings of 
Saturday is praiseworthy. It must be recognized as a fact that in 
this instance the speaker and the factions were desirous of rising 
above all partizanship and passion, to stand for the people. 

This having been accomplished, the motives that inspired the 
armistice should work to further and still happier ends. Many bills 
of importance are awaiting action in Congress. The Republican 
party stands unequivocally committed to them. The public is looking 
for their enactment. Some of them, like the postal savings bank 
measure, are constructive in the highest sense; some of them, like the 
commerce bill, are corrective. A .united Republican party, even 
though united for this purpose only, could put through in quick order 
all of this legislation. President Taft declares that if 
Republican it will do so. This will be the real test as to the political 
complexion of the House and Senate. If they refuse to e 
legislation to which the Republican party and the Republican adm 
tration are committed, who wil] then have ground for questioning 
Speaker Cannon’s statement that the present Congress is not, in fact, 
Republican, and that, therefore, the Republican party should not be 
held responsible for its acts? 


THE establishment of a permanent home- 
stead commission in this state, with power 
to expend $100,000, is recommended by the 
legislative committee on public health 
in a report made to the House. This matter 
was quite thoroughly inquired into last 
year by a special commission, which reached 
the conclusion that it was inadvisable to 
legislate, and presented strong evidence in 
support of that finding. By the provisions 
of the bill now offered the commission is to consist of seven mem- 
bers, including the director of the bureau of statistics, the bank 
commissioner, a member of the state board of health, and four 
others: The commission is directed to purchase arable land in the 
suburbs of manufacturing cities and to erect on it small houses suit- 
able for the accommodation of employees. Any person purchasing 
a $100 bond or more may buy a lot of land with a house on it, pay- 
ing at the rate of $15 a month until the price fixed by the commis- 
sion has been covered. The right of selecting a particular house and 
lot is to be regulated by priority in the purchase of bonds. 

While this plan is commendable in some respects, there are a 
number of ways in which the same results can be accomplished in 
a more natural manner, and without the questionable feature of 
paternalisnt involved ; besides, the question has been raised as to the 
constitutionality of such action for the benefit of only a part of the 
citizens. New York,has been successful in locating on her farms 
people from congested centers to the number of about 5000 yearly 
by a tabulation of farms obtainable and frequent notices to possible 
purchasers. It is believed that this field might well be exploited 
to a greater extent than has already been done in Massachusetts 
by the state-board of agriculture. The inquiry into conditions_here 
showed that Massachusetts has 141,000 acres of undeveloped tiflable 
land and about 1,000,000 acres of unused pasture land. Much of 
this land is in the immediate vicinity of crowded cities, and private 
enterprise and the.extension of transportation facilities are rapidly 
tending to put it into the hands of people of small meahs. The per- 
manent state homestead commission idea would better be shelved,

THE proclamation by which France is 
declared to be entitled to the minimum rates 
of the Payne-Aldrich tariff law has been 
signed by the President. This greatly 
relieves the tension and in a very large degree 
lessens the burden of responsibility which the 
President at this time is compelled to bear. 
Had France held out, a condition greatly

and Canada 
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disturbing to our foreign trade would have 
been the result. Strangely enough, it is. the 
friendliness that FRance has displayed toward Canada in commercial 
matters that is now making it difficult for us to come to terms with 
our neighbor on the north. France has given Canada a preferential 
rate which Canada reciprocates, as is only, quite natural; but as our 
minimum scale can be granted only to nations that do not:“unduly 
discriminate” against us, and as the reciprocal terms granted by 
Canada to France seem to do this, it is among the possibilities, at least, 
that the President, contrary to his disposition, but in compliance with 
the law, will be compelled to withhold the minimum tariff from that 
country. This will have the ‘effect of imposing upon all dutiable 
imports from the Dominion into this country, in addition to the 
specific ad valorem impost provided by the Payne-Aldrich bill, a tax, 
in the nature of a penalty, of 25 per cent. 


The difficulty of the situation lies in the fact that the law under 
which the President is called upon to act is mandatory and inflexible. 
It does not confer any discretionary power upon the executive. It 
matters not that Canada is doing for France what she would be 
perfectly willing to do for us if our tariff were only elastic enough 
to make it possible. There are hopes, of course, that before March 
31, the date upon which the maximum. clause becomes operative, 
something may be done to avert a tariff war with Canada. But to 
the thoughtful it must be questionable whether a compromise now 
would be for the best. A tariff war with Canada—at the worst it 
could not last long—might prove to be the very thing necessary to 
bring about such an enlargement of the duties and powers of the 
tariff board as would enable us to carry on our trade relations with 
foreign countries along rational, reasonable and equitable lines. 
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
